Think of a unified University of, 
Texas with such an endowment. 
This would mean that, on a six per 
cent basis of earning, the A. & M. 
College and its Junior College 
branches all as colleges of the Uni- 
versity could have a million and a 
half income for their legitimate 
work, that the Texas Technological 
College as a College of the Univer- 
sity could have a million, that the 
College ot Industrial Arts could 
have a half-million or more, 
the 


College of Mines, already a school 
In the University, could 
have 
a 


quarter of a million and the Univer- 
sity centres at Austin and Calves- 
ton could still have abo'ut two mil- 
lions for research and professional 
activities. But suppose the income 
from the lands only reached some 
fifty millions still the 
vision of 


what could be done with unified di-

enough to give one a real education- 
al thrill. , 


In my judgment the sacred lands 


income is the economic force that 
will make for organic unity in the 
higher educational work of Texas. 
If the University of Texas as it now 
is wise—and I think It will be wise 


legitimate student fees

will never come when a great Uni- 
versity as I have faintly painted 
will be a burden upon the tax mon- 
ey of the Stite. It would not be a 
very great fancy to tliink that it 
might almost become self-support- 
ing. This would be a very easy pos- 
sibility if the time comes when 
Junior Colleges are set up over the 
State and the Freshman and Sopho- 
more work is done in them,: for the 
most part. 


I know what many bf you 
arc 


thinking 'now. What about tfce State 
Teachers Colleges? Are they not in- 
stitutions of higher learning?/Most 
assuredly, and their work ought to 
be done on as high a plane as that 
of the other colleges I have men- 
tioned and with as good men and 
women as teachers. In • fact. a 
State oughtto have a care'supreme- 
ly for its Teachers Colleges. These 
are the schools which are closest 
to the biggest heed of the State-r- 
the education of its childhood and 
youth. The support of the public 
schools of the land is the first edu- 
cational consideration of a 
wise 


StaM and the provision of the right 
kind of teachers for these schools 
is like unto it. But I do not believe 
it is best to make these teachers 
colleges a 'part of the University of 
a State. They1 should look to the 
public schools in building up the 
standards to guide them in their 
work. In fact the teachers college 
is a vital part of the public school 
work. Some cities now recognize 
this fact and have their own teach- 
ers college as part of the 
city 


school system. It is for this rea- 
son alone that I would not 
have 


them as a part of the University of 
a State. Make them strong and able 
but keep them ever in closest rela- 
tion to the public school work of 
the State which they are set to 
serve. 


As to whether the teachers col- 


leges of Texas should have some 
part in the Income from the lands 
set. apart for higher education is 
a question on which I have fouBU 
some difference of opinion even 
among those who think that these 
colleges are entitled to first claim 
on the State. This is a matter for 
adjustment when the issue of or- 
ganic unity conies up for detailed 
settlement.
